DOVER, July 16.—A queer turn 
of ‘fate played a part in a tragedy 
when Lake Denmark navy arsenal 
was destroyed last Saturday. Mr. 
and Mrs. A. Edward Feeney, with 
their baby and a niece, of 542 Bast 
20th street, Brooklyn, N. Y., ar- 
rived here shortly before the ex- 
plosion to spend the week-end with 
Chief Gunner and Mrs. Joseph M. 
Gately: Seeing approaching storm 
clouds they hailed a taxicab and 
hurried to the shelter of the naval 
arsenal. A few minutes after they 
reached the arsenal reservation the 
explosion occurred. Mrs. Feeney 
died that night from injuries; Mr. 
Feeney was injured and the baby«is 
suffering from powder burns. Chief 
Gunner Gately is missing and Mrs. 
Gately is in St. Mary’s Hospital, 
Prooklyn, recovering from injuries.
